Just books, 
you know. The professor says that any fairly intelligent reader can teach 
himse]f to read at ‘least half again.as fast as he now does. : 

I have not seen the professor’s book, and if I should come across it, I 
ain not likely.to read it. The scope of my ambition does not embrace a 
cesire to be a “rapid” reader. I do not wish to set myself a stint of so many 
boolts to be travelled through swiftly within a given number of months, or} 
wecks, or days. I can get along nicely without ben‘'¢ able to boast of having 
scanned 12,000,000 odd words ‘in a twelvemonth, and {f cannot muster regret 
at the end of a busy day if I have not done my daily 30,000 words, or ten) 
thousand, or one thousand, or none at all. ‘In fact, I could run’quite happily | 
and profitably for a considerable number of days without having seen aj 
printed or written word and without having written one. I could spend the | 
time just thinking over what I had read and deciding how much of it was |

Stinking Smut a 


By H. G. L. Strange, Director, Re- 
search Department, Searle Grain 
Co., Ltd., Winnipeg, Man. 

Smut causes the farmer serious 
losses. Grain that even slightly smells 
of smut suffers.a deduction of from 
6 to 8 cents a bushel, some years 
more, and a much greater. loss is 
caused by smut because of the plants 
that are destroyed in the field. 


‘Crops clean from smut can’easily'| 


-be grown and these _ serious 
avo'ded. 

A little time and care—a very little 
money, is all that is required. 

The following methods, if carefully 
followed, should ensure a crop free 
from stinking smut. 

1. If grain is unmistakably smutty 
it should not be used for seed if it 
can possibly be avoided. It will be 
found to be far better to dispose of 


"eed that is free from smut. (Good 
pure pedigreed seed never was 80 
cheap as it is at the present time.) 

2. Should the seed be free from 
smut and from ‘smut balls then either 
Formalin or Copper Carbonate can 
|be used for treating wheat, but 
|Formalin only should be used for 
opts and barley. . 


3. Copper carbonate cannot harm 
the germ'‘nation of the wheat, and 
,Seec can be treated during the winter 
or at any time before seeding, but |

Approximately ‘29,000 people liv- 


ing in Canada are shareholders in 
the Canadian Pacific’ Railway, their 
number having been increased by 
over ten thousand during the past 
year. Many of these are employees 
of thé company, while a large per- 
centage of them are small investors 
who have bought a few shares with 
an idea of safety and_ profitably 
employing their surplus capitil. 


On January 15, 1931, the city of 
Lethbridge, Alberta, was made a’ 
point of call on the air mail route 
operating between Winnipeg and 
Calgary. Lethbridge is a point of 
considerable potential importance 
as the probable point from which 
the air line to the Pacific Coast will 
commence. Official surveys by 
technical officers of the Canadian 
Government Civil] Aviation Branch 
have definitely indicated the route 
from Lethbridge as the most fea- 
sible passage of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 


. Operating on an equal footing 
with the fastest system in. the 
world; the Canadian Pacific Grain 
Quotation Service i stalled by the 
Canadian Pacific Telegraphs was 
officially opened with the New Year 
and places Winnipeg second to none 
among the world’s brokerage cen- 
tres. Practically perfect operation 
of upwards of 80 tape ticker ma- 
chines, carrying their news with 
lightning speed, beating all previ- 
ous records by two-thirds, is ati- 
nounced by W. M. Thompson, man- 
ager, western lines, Canadian Paci- 
fic Telegraphs. 


An official report shows that at 
the end of November last, there 
were 446,676. licensed radios in Can- 
ada or about one for every 22 of 
the population. Ontario leads with 
228,480 sets and Quebec next with 
81,033. Toronto leads all Canadian 
cities with 71,143 sets and in west- 
érn Canada Vancouver tops the list 
with 17,830 with Winnipeg next 
with 16,953. It is only ten years 
since the first programme was 
broadcast by radio.
